3.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article  oflered, 
or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance,  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  af¥ect  the  sale 
injuriously.
